NEWSROOM NOTES — Ev en 
as 
Labor Day becom es 
ev er 
more deeply entrenched among 
American 
traditions, 
progress 
persists in chipping 
away at 
what was once its major signif­ 
icance. 
It was the unskilled and sem i­ 
skilled laboring man, the blue- 
collar legions of an industrial 
society in the making, that the 
first Monday of each Septem ­ 
ber initially was set aside to 
honor. 
Many a sunny day of picnics, 
parades, ball gam es and just 
plain taking it easy has since 
been crossed off the calendars. 
And the nation that was build­ 
ing an industrial 
society has 
crossed a few bridges. It is now 
deep into the age of computers 
and automation, not the least of 
the effects being a steadily di­ 
m inishing role for the nonspe­ 
cialized worker. 
As is so often the case with 
those affected by change y et 
not fully understanding it, the 
im m ediate reaction is fear — 
fear of loss of jobs by flesh-and- 
blood m en to steel-and-circuit 
m achines. That there is som e 
basis for fear cannot be denied 
It is v isible in the steady de 
crease 
of 
jobs 
not requiring 
som e 
degree 
of 
technological 
com petence and the declining 
significance to society of those 
still av ailable. 
Blind resistance to change it­ 
self is not, of course, the an­ 
swer. 
Particularly 
not 
where 
change is not only inev itable but 
essential. We hav e succeeded in 
building a society w here much 
m ore than m uscle is necessary 
to m aintain momentum. 
To try to hold fast to obsolete 
job skills and titles is like re­ 
quiring ev ery garage to keep i 
blacksm ith on its staff, or fore 
ing each office to m aintain £ 
quill sharpener* 
Education is, of course, the 
heart of the answer, retraining 
a man replaced by a machine 
in one job to do another the 
machine is incapable of—or m ay 
v ery w ell itself hav e created. 
Our ex perience in technologi­ 
cal dev eopm ent shows that for 
ev ery job lost through innov a­ 
tion, more are created. Auto­ 
mation 
actually 
is 
creating 
som ething like three tim es as 
m any occupational slots as it is 
elim inating. 
And who knows? Perhaps in 
the bright, new world the more 
ex uberant prophets say awaits 
us, Labor Day may acquire a 
meaning ex actly the opposite of 
the original. It m ay not be a 
day off the job, but the one 
each y ear when we all take a 
break from our liv es of leisure, 
turn off the m achines and, for 
a change, go to work.

BUCHAREST. Romania (AP) 
Romanian leafers, alarmed 
by reports of a Sov iet military 
buildup 
011 their country s un­ 
protected eastern borders, were 
reported searching today for a 
political settlement to the East 
European 
crisis 
to 
av ert the 
threat of inv asion. 


Reliable sources said 
Presi­ 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu has of­ 
fered concessions to the Sov iet 
U nion-including renewal of a 
20-y ear 
friendship 
and 
assist­ 
ance pact—in return for guaran­ 
tees that Romania would not he 
occupied. 


A formula proposed to the fiv e 
hard-line m embers of the War­ 
saw Pact reportedly calls for a 
conference of ruling Communist 
parties to discuss term s for the 
withdrawal of occupation forces 
from Czechoslov akia under an 
accord to be found with the lib­ 
eral Prague leadership. 


According to the sources, res­ 
toration of Czechoslov akia’s full 
sov ereignty is considered a pre­ 
condition for an ov er-all settle­ 
ment. The concessions Romania 
was said to hav e offered in­ 
clude: 
—Renewal of the Romania-So­ 
v iet pact of 19 48 which ran out 
earlier this y ear and was not re­ 
newed because of disagreem ent 
on the terms. 
—A formal declaration of loy ­ 
alty to the Warsaw Alliance to 
assure the Kremlin that inde­ 
pendent-minded Romania would 
remain a member. 
•Participation 
of Romanian 
troops 
in 
pact 
m aneuv ers, 
which 
v irtually 
ceased 
four 
y ears ago. Howev er, m aneuv ers 
should not be held on Romanian 
territory for the tim e being—ev ­ 
idently 
because 
they 
might 
serv d as a pretex t for occupa­ 
tion. 
—More Romanian trade with 
E ast European countries whose 
share in the ov er-all v olume has 
fallen 
behind 
trade 
with 
the 
West. 
—A higher share in the East 
bloc’s foreign aid for underde­ 
v eloped countries. 
The formula was said to hav e 
been submitted to pact gov ern­ 
m ents earlier this week, follow­ 
ing Ceausescu’s Aug. 24 m eeting 
with Sov iet Ambassador Alex an­ 
der 
B assev , 
which 
triggered 
speculation about a Kremlin ul­ 
timatum 
to let Warsaw Pact 
troops enter Romania for ma­ 
neuv ers. 
The 
gov ernment 
maintained 
strict 
silence 
despite 
Sov iet, 
Hungarian and Polish charges

electoral v otes 
and a plurality of at least 2 mil­ 
lion popular v otes. 


President 
J ohnson 
defeated 
Barry M. Goldwater in 19 6 4 with 
an electoral m argin of 48 6 to 52 
and a popular v ote plurality of 
som e 16 million. 


P ercy , who is on a European 
v acation, 
called 
the 
Vietnam 
war the top issue in the United 
States and said a settlem ent be­ 
fore Nov ember “will be too late 


to sav e them (the Dem ocrats); 
the remaining problems are so 
ov erwhelm ing—crime, 
inflation, 
race.” 


“ The Republicans will carry 
Illinois 
big,” 
Percy 
said, 
“ sweeping ev ery state office.” 


He said that he plans to take 
an activ e role in cam paigning 
for Republican candidates, add­ 
ing that he does not ex pect ap­ 
pointment to the Cabinet if Nix ­ 
on wins. 


Percy said the occupation of 
Czechoslov akia would not neces­ 
sarily work to the adv antage of 
hawks in the United States, al­ 
though that could hav e been the 
case “ if the inv asion of Czecho- 
qlov akia had really worked out 
to the adv antage of 
the Rus­ 


sian s.”

America is full of men who g o out to the shed to 
build a shelf and end up inv enting a better nail. ¡1 
better hammer, an adhesiv e, or something else to 
sav e time and effort. More than a third of all the 
Inv entions in the world hav e been created in the 
United States.

Arc we entitled to no pride in the achiev ement 
that tin* t mted States has the hig hest wag es and 
the shortest working hours in the world? 
The social corollary of this achiev ement is that 
the American economic way of life is a mov ing — 
a lifting — thing . Anil one of the mainspring s that 
makes 11 a lilting tiling is the g eneral knowledg e 
among us that there is no security in our liv es as 
g reat as the ability to qualify for a better job. 
It is perfectly ridiculous, and a g iea t injustice 
to tin* ov erwhelming majority of the American 
people* who make their own way , to sug g est that 
on this Labor Day , or any other day , we are a 
people willing to sit on our sterns and slide as 
slowly as possible downhill 
This is America. It has had a special reputa­ 
tion ev ery where on earth; a reputation that has 
led tens of millions to come here — ami many 
more millions, especially the y oung , to try to come 
here. 
This reputation was founded on one tremendous 
fac t; In America the plain man has alway s had a 
chance, a second chance, and a third chance. These 
chances hav e not been as widespread and perfect 
as we would like them to be.

would be 
without a 
president. According to the Con­ 
stitution, the nex t in line would 
be the presiding officer of the 
Senate. D a lla s, Polk’s VP, had 
resig ned that position, and Atch­ 
ison had been named tem pora ry 
presiding officer of the Senate 
in his pla ce March 2. 
So at 1 p.m .. March 4, 18 49 . 
the nation w a s without a presi­ 
dent, and Atchison w a s nex t in 
line.

sworn 
in. 
But 
the 
question 
around 
the “ other 
president” 
theory is whether by sim ply be­ 
ing nex t in line in those leader- 
less hours, he did, in fa ct, suc­ 
ceed to the office. 
Atchison him self held no cele­ 
bration. He wa s sound a sleep 
when he theoretica lly beca m e 
president of the United Sta tes, 
displa y ing 
a 
ca lm ness 
that 
m a kes all other new’ presidents 
look like little old la dies with 
twisted hankies by comparison. 
He mig ht ha v e slept all day , 
hav ing spent a hard nig ht at the 
Sena te the nig ht before, had not 
som e persona l friends come to 
wa ke and cong ra tula te him. 
“ In order to do ev ery thing in 
proper sty le, I appointed a full 
ca binet.” he reca lled later, g o­

A mother writes that her son, 
14, has uv eitis in both ey es. He 
has had three hemorrhag es in one 
ey e in the last two months. The 
doctor froze the ey e to stop the 
bleeding . This mother wants to 
know w’hat caused this trouble, 
whether there is a cure for it 
and what the final outcome will 
be. 
Uv eitis 
is 
an 
inflammatory 
disease of the lay er of blood v es­ 
sels just under the white of the 
ey eball. It is alway s serious in 
that it often results in blindness. 
It may be caused by tuberculosis, 
rheumatic fev er or diabetes. The 
treatment, which must be direct­ 
ed at the underly ing cause, must 
be staried early in the course 
of the disease if it is to be suc­ 
cessful. 
Q—Our daug hter, 8 , is 
blind 
in her left ey e. This was prob­ 
ably caused by a birth injury . 
The ey e doctor say s that the 
retina is detached and that she 
has a posterior sy nechia. What 
does that mean? 
Can any thing 
be done for this condition? 
A — The iris of y our daug h­ 
ter’s ey e is stuck to the lens. It 
is doubtful that any thing can be 
done to restore the v ision of her 
left ey e because of the prolong ­ 
ed disuse. 
Q—The pupils of my 3-y ear- 
old g randdaug hter’s ey es are so 
larg e that her ey es look black. 
Her pediatrician has nev er said 
any thing about this. Is there any 
need to worry ? 
A—If the child has had no se­ 
v ere injury to her head and if 
her v ision is normal, there is no 
need to worry . 
Q—My brother and his 
wife 
hav e three children. 7 , 9 , and 
11. I am liv ing with them and 
am 
v ery worried because 
the 
children are allowed to stay up 
till 10 on school nig hts and lat­ 
er on weekends. They g et up 
ev ery morning at 7. Will this 
hurt their health? 
A—I assume that 
these chil­ 
dren no long er take naps. Short 
naps are a g ood idea at any ag e. 
In g eneral, a 7 -y ear-old should 
g et about 11*4, a 9 -y ear-old about 
10*4 and an 11-y ear-old about 9 (4 
hours sleep 
ev ery nig ht. 
Some 
can g et along on less, especially 
if their hours are reg ular, in­ 
cluding weekends, 
and if they 
are not subjected to too much ex ­ 
citement just before retiring . 
One way to tell whether a child 
is g etting too little sleep is to 
note whether he is irritable or 
cranky in the early ev ening and 
appears to be tired at breakfast 
time. I’m afraid, howev er, there 
is not much y ou can do to reg u­ 
late a household that is not y our 
own.
